A reputable old country paper em¬ 
phasizes the terrible toll taken by 
the experiments in Airships, and Qie 
millions that have been squandered 
in their construction, by recording 
the results in various countries. | 

In Britain since 1919, ' thte R.24, 
R.26, R.29, R.31, R.32, R.33 were all 
scrapped. In later years to mention 
only a few the .36 in 1921 cost £350,- 
J00 and was scrapped after 97 hours 
in the air. The R.37 was scrapped 
after costing £325,000. The R.38 
broke in the air with 44 lives lost, 
after costing £30-,000. The record 
goes on through the years, showing 
terrific cost, and usually ending in 
disaster. The R100 is still standing 
up. The R101 of recent tragic fate, 
.-ost £1,000,000, and its loss included 
the loss of many leading Britishers. 

In America, two experiments were 
made with these glorified balloons. 
The Romeo was bought from Italy 
and in 1922 crashed in flames. The 
Shenandoah in 1925 crashed with 14 
of her crew perishing, and this in 
fine weather. Americans have since 
then wisely held their hands. 

In Italy, a ship was built and navi¬ 
gated which took Amundsen to the 
North Pole. It has never ventured 
back however and is not in use. The 
second ship the Italia built by ^the 
same constructor alsb reached the 
Pole but crashed in the Arctic. 

France has not bvtilt airships but 
•tbok German ones at the end of the 
war, and used them with disastrous 
results. The Dixmude in 1923, was

ShpT 1>V built no airships for 
hierself, this being apparently enough' 
^ Germany used Zeppelins freely fn 
the war. Of 61 airships working with 
the German fleet, 17 pf them with 
their crefc’s were destroyed, 28 were 
lost by accident and 6 abandoned as 
useless. 

The loss of R101, which struck the 
world as, a terrible disaster, is, after 
all, only one of a series pf tragedies 
in the effprt tp build a reliable air¬ 
ship. Many expert engineers have de¬ 
nounced them as fatly. 

An airship 700 feet long can lift 
only about 15 tons in addition to 
crew, engines, fuel and other gear. 
The small balloons within her enve¬ 
lope are filled with hydrogen or hel¬ 
ium. Hydrogen is terribly danger¬ 
ous and helium for an airship costs 
£40,000 and is produced in quantity 
only in U.S.A. 

The engines to be kept light must 
be run on petrol which is dangerous. 
If run on oil as in the RlOl, they are 
very heavy. They are difficult to 
moor or land and call for costly land 
equipment. Their length makes 
them susceptible tp air currents, and 
they are also very vulnerable to 
lightning storms.

TOO MUCH WHEAT

tion of “too much wheat,” it is re¬ 
freshing to have a man of the stand¬ 
ing of President Beatty of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific Railway say a word in 
favor of the Western farmer.' West¬ 
ern wheat has built up the industrial 
East of todpy. There was no disposi¬ 
tion to whine about “too much wheat' 
when it was pouring four or five hun¬ 
dred millions of dollars a year into 
Canada to add to our spending pow¬ 
ers.—Lethbridge Herald, 

The lot - fed wheat gained 1.36 
pounds daily and it required an av¬ 
erage of 110.6 days to finish the hogs 
for market. The lot fed barley gain¬ 
ed only 1.27* pounds daily and requir¬ 
ed an average of 114.7 days to finish. 

After the final computations were 
made, the grain cost per hundred¬ 
weight gain were $3.92 for the lot 
fed wheat and $4.55 for the lot fed 
barley, making wheat worth $1.42 
per bushel and barley $1.16 at the 
current price of pork.

A number of years ago, titles were 
bestowed so lavishly amongst Cana¬ 
dians, that it was a poor family that 
couldn’t produce a “sir" some place 
in the connection. When., matters 
reached such a point that there was 
little distinction in a title, Parlia¬ 
ment requested that the British gov¬ 
ernment should discontinue the grant 
ihg of titles to Canadians. This was 
about 1918. Twelve years have roll¬ 
ed by, and the urge for title has been 
revived. Notice of motion has boon 
given, announcing that a request for 
the restoration of the granting of ti¬ 
tles will come up before the next ses¬ 
sion of Parliament. 

But why 'revive this ancient custom 
that has- no justifiable reason for ex¬ 
istence in a new depiocratic land. 
Great men will always be great with 
or without titles. They will bo no 
greater because they have a titje. 
No such stimulus is needed for unsel¬ 
fish service to country. If it were, 
the service might not then be re¬ 
garded as entirely ' unselfish. And 
all too often in the past, the honor 
has fallen to some one merely a fin¬ 
ancial power, without other great 
distinction. 

The ‘ idea of title awards, leaves 
most Western Canadians cold. It in¬ 
troduces an unnecessary “superior¬ 
ity’’ note, which may not be based on 
actual merit. In the West, there are 
many men whom we honor greatly, 
hut they would lose rather thuu gain, 
in general regard if they_accepted a 
knighthood. 

It is to he hoped that their sense 
of humor would prevent their ever 
falling victims to this popular pas¬ 
sion. Pomp and panoply do not syn¬ 
chronize with the Western spirit. 


When Herman Trelle of Peace Riv¬ 
er, Alberta wheat and pea champion 
of the world, stepped off the train 
from Chicago—the scene of his tri¬ 
umph—on Monday, he had exactly 
$2.50 and was wondering how to get 
home and eat regularly on the way. 

No good fairies whispered to any¬ 
body—Trelle is not a man like -that 
But members of the Winnipeg Grain 
exchange formed a guard of honor 
and escorted him to the flj>or of the 
exchange where trading was sus¬ 
pended long enough for a couple of 
speeches and presentation of $500 in 
a purse td Mr. Trelle. 

“A life saver” as he afterwards 
expressed it to friends at Winnipeg. 

A few minutes later a telegram 
was delivered to Mr. Trelle. It was 
from E. W. Beatty, president of the 
■Canadian Pacific Railway, suggesting 
that Mr. Trelle had worked hard and 
that both he and his wife needed a 
long holiday. 

‘‘Far be it from me to dictate to 
you,” said Mr. Beatty’s wire in ef¬ 
fect,” “but wherever Canadian Paci¬ 
fic trains and boats go you will be 
welcomed. I do not want to suggest 
anything but if you want a longer 
journey than rpund-the-world we 
cannot do anything for you. However 
if you select any train or boat on the 
Canadian Pacific system the best that 
is available in staterooms an«T suites 
is at your disposal.” 

So from being a financially crip¬ 
pled king among wheat farmers in 
the morning, Mr. Trelle found him¬ 
self at night the possessor of $500 
in currency and with every prospect 
that he and his wife will soon be mak 
ing a round-the-world tour, travel¬ 
ling in such state as his royal high¬ 
ness, the Prince of Wales, might read 
ily enjoy. Of the two, he still pre¬ 
fers his wheat kingship though he 
frankly admits that he is looking 
forward to the world trip. His two 
children will remain at a school in 
the Peace River.—Lethbridge Herald 


During the past seven years we 
have seen a farmers’ co-operative 
movement progress to a colossal 
grain marketing organization. This 
voluntary pool is phenominal to 
which there is no known precedent. 
A few years ago it seemed but a vis¬ 
ion—today it has become a titanic 
reality 

In 1923 some 26,000 Alberta far¬ 
mers started the machinery of this 
great farmer-owned and controlled 
marketing system. This has given 
rise to a present membership of over 
140,000 and controlling the market¬ 
ing of over half of the wheat grown 
in the three prairie provinces. More¬ 
over this Pool of ours owns ever 1600 
country and terminal elevators with 
a total storage capacity ' of nearly 
ninety million bushels. 

Paradoxical; as it may ajjem to the 
average person; yet the Wheat. Pool 
is the only organization in Canada 
with an average daily turnover of 
upwards of a million dollars, and 
this great enterprise is farmer-own¬ 
ed and governed, for it is purely 
democratic, as is demonstrated by all 
being wholly responsible' to the mem¬ 
bership. 

The rumor has gone abroad from 
certain newspapers that the market¬ 
ing agreement between the Pool and 
the member is not valid. Leading 
legal authorities have proven this to 
be wholly untrue. Another thought 
which has been freely circulated is 
that the Pool was guilty of breaking 
the contract with the member when 
the selling agency purchased options 
on the grain exchange. 1 wish to 
point out that this action of the cen¬ 
tral board is wholly within the lati¬ 
tude of the contract. 

In a few instances growers sought 
to gain a few cents a bushel above 
the initial payment by selling to pri¬ 
vate grain companies. These indi¬ 
viduals are few in number in com¬ 
parison to the total Alberta member¬ 
ship; and all cases reported have 
been justly dealt with by the legal 
department of the Pool. Too often 
the number of contract breeches are 
grossly exagerated—in truth the per 
centago of bootlegging is very small. 
The majority of Pool members exhi¬ 
bit traditional Canadian honor and 
are loyal supporters in times of de¬ 
pression as in periods of financial 
prosperity. 

Another fallacy which is commonly 
expressed is that the Pool deliberate¬ 
ly held up its stocks a year ago to 
attempt higher price levels. This is 
not the case as the Pool’s selling ag¬ 
ency offered for sale each trading 
day all the wheat that the market 
would absorb. The peak prices pre- 
•vailing a little over a year ago were 
the direct result of over-speculation

Bu\ 
unfortunately the mass production of 
wheat on the prairie will affect all 
wheat-growing farmers, reducing 
their profit in whe^t wheat growing 
and turning them back to the so un¬ 
popular mixed farming.

The history of our race shows no 
grander experiment. 

This is the present high type of 
farmer, the man who feels that he is 
entitled to the amenities of life as 
they are interpreted by Canadian and 
American standards. 

Two great economic forces are 
working against this type. One is 
the world competition against peo¬ 
ples who have no such standards of 
living. The other is the impart of 
the notv machinery.- with its mass 
production. 

Many will brace themselves against 
this remorselessness. . They have 
sworn the famous prairie oath not to 
milk cows, and they will go bankrupt 
maintaining the integrity of this 
oath. 

But many on the other hand will 
meet the situation by changing tac¬ 
tics?. The erstwhile wheat miner will 
keep cows and begin to get monthly 
cream cheques. He will raise hogs 
and storm at the packers instead of 
the grain exchange. He will buy 
feeder cattle and sometimes sell at a 
loss'. But with one thing and anoth¬ 
er, he will manage to keep ahead. 

When hij goes into mixed fanning 
he. can never qualify for unemploy¬ 
ment insurance. No more frolicking 
and travelling during the winter. 
Morning, noon and night, the critters 
will be there bawling, squealing and 
otherwise notifying that they "Vravc 
food. 

But the farmer line will hold. By 
means of better fnanagement, lielter 
crops, better lhestock it will hold.

W. D. Stovel in the snapshot col¬ 
umn of the Albertan, has been trying 
to buy a Canadian written book for 
his Calgary nephew for Christmas. 
He has haunted the book stores in 
vain. No guaranteed simon pure 
boys’ book written by a Canadian 
for the Canadian boy. He found a 
“Canadian Boys’ Annual” but the on¬ 
ly thing Canadian about it was the 
name on the cover. It was filled with 
English public school stories. The 
popular aviation and adventure stor¬ 
ies were all of American enterprise. 
There were also Canadian stories of 
a sort, written from the American or 
British conception of what the life in 
the wilds of Canada might be. But 
no boys’ book authentically Cana¬ 
dian. He asks the pertinent question 
“Are Canadian writers too deathly 
serious to seek the Canadian boy as 
an audience?’’ 

Anyone pursuing that periodic 
search for an all Canadian boys’ 
story of valor and adventure, knows 
there is a good deal of truth in Mr. 
Stovel’s findings. Personally we 
know of one bool# of juvenile adven¬ 
ture that could qualify. It is called 
“Canadian Crusoes” and is a thrilling 
story of a group of children lost for 
a-winter in central Ontario, several 
generations ago. 

Mr. Stovel suggests that the Can¬ 
adian public and high schools, the 
Canadian farm, ranch, frontier and 
sport life should offer quite as rich 
material as any country if the writer 
would only train himself in this spec¬ 
ialized art. But it would tak? a suf¬ 
ficient financial backing to carry him 
over long dull years before he finally 
got across. 

It seems a pity that with the 
wealth of courage and color in this 
new country, with our close contact 
with primary developments no one 
should have found it profitable to pel 
netuate adventure and interpret it in 
terms of the Canadian boys’ virile 
life. And it is to no one’s credit that 
his reading should follow almost ex- 
"lusively aong the paths of the unfa¬ 
miliar English public school stories or 
the more highly spiced stories of the 
Aviator Boys, Motor Cycle Boys and 
Mountain Climbing Boys of _.United 
States. This is a fertile virgin field 
for some Canadian who understands 
boys and talks their language.

Mercury No. 1, Turner .Valley’s 
newest and biggest producer, did 850 
barrels on Wednesday and 713 bar¬ 
rels on Thursay. It blew in last 
week with a gas flow of 45,000,000 
cubic feet per day. In the initial tset 
it did at the rate of 720 barrels daily 
but subsequently a greater recovery 
was obtained by adjustment of pres¬ 
sure. It is on three separators and 
there are no signs of freezing. 

The well is producing from a depth 
of 5365 feet, a distance of 106 feet 
in the lime. It has a 10-inch hole in 
the lime. 

The well is located on the west 
bank of the Southern Turner Valley 
area half a mile northeast of Mill 
City No. 1 which was completed in 
the soft limestone stratum with a 
gas flow that did not give commercial 
production. 

The well was drilled by Union De¬ 
velopment and Drilling Company 
Limited. 

The performance of Mercury 
throws considerable light on wells in 
the immediate vicinity in that”popu- 
!ar southwest section of the field. 
Mill City No. 1 is half a mile to the 
south-east, is either in a very small 
non-productive area or has not been 
drilled to sufficient depth. 

Hylo at which drilling was resum¬ 
ed recently is less than a quarter of 
a mile to the south of the big new 
producer. Miracle No. 2 is a quarter 
of a mile southwest of Mercury No. 

1. This well started drilling recently. 

Miracle No. 1, 300-barrel producer 

is a quarter of a mile to the south¬ 
east of Mercury No. 1. 

The Mercury well establishes the 
leadership of the west side of the 
field for big production. Hitherto the 
east side?wells almost invariably held 
the record, although Okalta 1, for a 
time was the biggest producer in the 
field before casing conditions caused 
its output to drop ofT considerably. 
Therefore those who have been boost 
ing the west side of the structure can 
say “I told you so.” 

Mercury Nj>. 5 is drilling at a 
depth of 4881 feet. On Wednesday 
No. 3 produced 191 barrels and No. 

2, 26 barrels.

LIVESTOCK MEETING 


Livestock breeders from the cen¬ 
tral part of the province meet at Ed¬ 
monton last week in discussion of 
marketing problems. Their consider¬ 
ation covered horses, cattle, sheep 
and hogs. 

A resolution was passed by the 
horsemen, approving the intention of 
the Federal Minister of Agriculture 
to import two stallions of each of 
the three draft breeds for service in 
the Dominion and asked that, a 
Clydesdale and a Percheron be sta¬ 
tioned in Alberta. Clubbing and 
breeding association work was also 
encouraged. 

The Edmonton district Thorough 
bred Horse Society has seventy-five 
members with several important 
breeding stations. 

A good home market fof light hor¬ 
ses . is indicated in the opinion of 
many. 

Speaking of the Alberta , horse 
exhibits at the Toronto Winter Fair, 
W. L. Carlyle of Calgary said that of 
the two carloads sent to this event, 
only one animal failed to enter the 
money. 

During the last six years, 20,000 
horses have, been shipped out from 
the West. 

Cattlemen 

At the cattlemen's gathering, the 
merits of the purebred sire area act, 
and the purebred bulls purchased act. 
The first calls for the assent of two- 
thirds of the residents in a municipal 
district ni'd thelatter covers the ad¬ 
vance of 75 per cent, of the purchase 
price desired animals. 

Mr. Jack Byers outlined efforts to 
establish Canadian beef on British 
markets. This year over 5300 head 
of cattle have left Canada, 3000 of 
these lieing froth the West.

POULTRY MOVING 


The Alberta Egg and Poultry Pool 
has shipped twenty-six cars of dress¬ 
ed turkeys to eastern Canada and 
west coast markets from December 1 
to December 19th. In spite of the 
fact that the turkey crop in the west 
has been 65 per cent, below average 
this year and that storage stocks in 
the east are down, prices have been 
somewhat lower than usual, the Al¬ 
berta turkeys being landed in Mon¬ 
treal on the basis of 27 cents a pound 
Alberta farmers realized an average 
of 16 cents a pound for their grade 
A birds. 

The bulk of the shipments were 
made from country points in the 
province under the direction of the 
pool, turkeys being loaded at sixteen 
different stations one day last week. 
Successful community kills were held 
at a number of shipping points. 

Egg deliveries to the pool have 
been heavier than usual for Decem¬ 
ber on account-of the mild weather. 
Practically no export shipments are 
being made, the majority of receipts 
being absorbed locally or going into 
short-time storage.
